Upon orders from the department of 
the east- Companies A and L, of the 
Fifth regiment, Georgia national guard, 
were detailed Sunday afternoon to 
guard the city pumping stations at 
the Chattahoochee river and at Hemp- 
hill avenue. 

Company A is stationed at the river 
and Company L is at the Hemphill 
avenue station. 

The guard at each station, it is ex- 
pected, will be increased to a battal- 
lon each on Monday or early in the 
week. 

The guard was placed at the two 
pumping stations, it is learned, not 
because there is any suspicion of dam- 
age planned upon either station, but 
simply as a safeguard against any 
possible menace to the city’s water 
| supply. 

The guard is to be increased, it is 
understood, largely for the purpose of 
getting the men out of camped quar- 
ters in the armory. 

The first battalion is expected to go 
to the river station, while the third 
battalion will go to the Hemphill ave- 
nue station. 4 

It is regarded as likely that the sec- 
ond battalion, the Governor’s Horse 
guards and the field hospital corps, 
will go to Lakewood early in the week.

New York, April 1.— (By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—The British forces in France 
are gradually creeping up on the im- 
portant town of St. Quentin, considered 
one of the German strongholds. Also 
to the northwest of the town they are 
swinging their line forward at various 
points in a straightening out movement 
that is making good strides eastward. 
Meanwhile the French forces under 
General Nivelle are keeping up their 
offensive to the south and southeast 
of St. Quentin and again have made 
good progress north and south of the 
Aillette river. They have captured 
several German trench systems and or- 
ganized points of support east of Neu- 
ville-Sur-Margival, inflicting heavy 
casualties on the Germans and driving 
them back to the outskirts of Vauxail- 
lon and Laffaux. 
(West of St. Quentin the British have 
thrust their line through the village of 
Savy and the Wood of Savy; and now 
are resting only three miles from St. 
Quentin. Near Savy the Germans re- 
sisted tenaciously, but finally were

Tampa, Fla, April 1—Colonel Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, who has been spending 
the last week at Punta Gorda, near 
here, fishing, left here tonight on his 
return trip to Washington, where he 
will attend the sessions of congress. 

His party arrived at Punta Gorda 
this morning at 11:30 o'clock from the 
fishing grounds. He addressed a large 
gathering on the issues which confront 
the nation, declaring the time has ar- 
rived when every American should 
manifest the spirit of patriotism. He 
|declared that the war Germany has 
been making on the United States ne- 
cessitates a declaration of war from 
this country. He scores pacifists, de- 
claring they had done all they could to 
convince the world that the United 
States could be “kicked with impunity.” 

Colonel Roosevelt stopped off be- 
tween trains at Lakeland, where he de- 
livered a similar address to a large 
gathering, characterizing the sinking 
of the Lusitania as “a case of clear 
murder.” 0 

While on his fishing trip Colonel 
Roosevelt killed three devi! fish. He 
is, in excellent health and spirits.

“During the month of March we have 
taken in raids and local operations and 
in the course of the enemy’s withdraw- 
al 1,239 German prisoners, including 16 
officers, and have captured three field 
guns, 24 trench mortars and a quanti- 
ty of other war material. 

“The total German prisoners captured 
in the first three months of this year 
number 79 officers and 4,600 men. 

“We captured the village of Savy 
this morning, four miles west of St. 
Quentin, after considerable fighting, 
taking 61 prisoners and two machine 
guns. The enemy's casualties were 
heavy both in killed and wounded. 
Seventy German dead were counted 
on the front ot - a single battalion. 

“This afternoon Savy Wood, a mile 
to the northeast of the village, was 
successfully attacked and now is in our 
possession.

Amsterdam, April 1.—(Via London.) 
Telegraphing from Vienna, the corre- 
spondent of the semi-official Nord- 
deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung, of Ber- 
lin, says: . 

With a view to obviating all mis- 
understandings, we are authorized to 
state that the journey of Frederic C.

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Paris, April 1—The senate yesterday 
showed its wrath at the devastations in 
northern France by voting a resolution 
denouncing to the civilized world the 
acts of the Germans and demanding 
that the authors be punished, and re- 
solving to continue the war until Ger- 
man imperialiam and militarism are 
definitely crushed. ‘ 

The resolution was prepared by Sen- 
ator Henri Cheron, member of the com- 
mittee on war damages that visited the 
evacuated region in the Somme after 
the recent retreat. His speech on the 
resolution, as well as one by Rene Vi- 
viani, minister of justice, brought re- 
peated and prolonged applause and the 
senate voted that the two addresses be 
posted in all public places in France. 

Senator Cheron said that Germany 
as a signatory of The Hague conven- 
tions, gave a guarantee against the 
abuse of person or property. This has 
been treated as a simple scrap of paper, 
he said, and it would be necessary to 
go back ages to find such acts of sav- 
agery and devastation as the commit- 
tee found in northern France. 

“We visited a number of cities and 
about fifty villages,” said Senator Che- 
ron. “Everywhere it is pillage and 
systematic devastation. In a German 
cemetery we found a statue of peace. 
It is true that in the same cemetery 
a tomb was violated, a coffin opened 
and emptied of its remains and filled 
with filth. 

“At Chauny the Germans destroyed 
everything by fire and explosion. There 
remained nothing of this city except 
a suburb. In this suburb the Germans 
concentrated the inhabitants of a cer- 
tain number of localities and then 
bombarded the suburb, making a num- 
ber of victims. For these crimes there 
must be triple punishment—that of in- 
ternational law, penal law and the vic- 
tory of civilization. 

“No one today would think of mak- 
ing peace with such criminals; any 
transaction would be treason. The ha- 
tred against Germany today the 
most holy of duties.” 

Minister Viviani, in the name of the 
government, associated himself with

“Thefts, incendiarism and assassina- 
tion constitute not only attacks on in- 
ternational honor, but are crimes of 
common law, which must be the object 
of.enforcement.

Berlin, April 1—(Via Amsterdam and 
London.)—An official statement issued 
today dealing with the food supply of 
e Belgian relief commission says: 
“The supply has been at a standstill 
since the middle of February. Fifteen 
relief ships are lying in Engliah har- 
bors. The British government uest- 
ed Germany to grant them a safe cross- 
ing of the channel to Rotterdam until 
March 2, otherwise the cargoes of the 
vessels would be discharged in Eng- 
land.

Against the British, Says 
Dr. McKinn. 


Halifax, N. ., April 1.— The Ger- 


mans hate the Americans worse than 
they do the British,” declared Dr. Or- 


ville McKinn, a veterinary surgeon of 
New York, who arrived here today 
from a German internment camp on 
his way home. Dr. McKinn was veteri- 
nary aboard the White Star Liner 
Georgic when she was sunk in mid- 
Atlanta last December by a German 
commerce raider. He spent three days 
on the raider and was then transferred 
to the captured steamer Yarrowdale, 
which landed him with a group of 462 
prisoners at Swinemuende, Germany. 
Dr. McKinn gave a good description 
of the raider, which he thought was 
an ordinary freighter named Puyme, 
hailing from Bremen. 

“During the two months that I was 
in Germany,” said Dr. McKinn, “I lost 
36 pounds in weight. The food we were 
given at various camps was wretched. 
I have been instructed to keep ‘mum’ 


until I make my report at home, but m 


this much I can say: That the Germans 


were not exactly gentlemanly toward N 


us. 

Dr. McKinn said the Georgic, bound 
from Philadelphia to Brest, was fired 
on without warning on the 10th of 
December, when 1,5 miles from the 
American cosat, by a strange steamer 
with all the appearance of an ordinary 
freighter. The Sore was hit four 
times, but only one life was lost, that 
occurring when one of the crew was 
drowned as the boats were being low- 
ered. The German tried for nearly two 
hours to sink the Georgic by shell fire, 
then by bombs and finally by terpedo. 
It took eight hours, however, to send 
her to the bottom. 

“We remained on board the raider 
for three days,” said Dr. McKinn. “She 
had scant accommodation, but there 
were several hundred of us, besides the 
German guards and crew.’

„Copenhagen, April 1.—(Via London.) 

Dispatches from Berlin announce the 
death of General Max von Prittwitz 
und Gaffron, the man to whom, in a 
way, Field Marshal von Hindenburg 
owes his rise to fame. The failure of 
General von Prittwitz to stem the flood 
of a Russian invasion opened the way 
to the appointment of Von Hindenburg 
to command the East Prussian army 
and to the brilliant career which the 
German field marshal inaugurated with 
the victory of Tannenberg. 

General von Prittwitz at the out- 
break of the war was one of the most 
highly esteemed generals in Germany. 
He was appointed inspector general of 
the northeast military district and ar 
such was entrusted with command of 
the army defending East Prussia. He 
battled against the Russian forces un- 
der General Rennenkampf with more 
ur less success for three weeks, and 
then under the menace of a flanking 
army appearing from the south gave 
the order to abandon the province and 
to retire beyond the Vistula river with- 
out waiting for reinforcements to ar- 
rive from the western front. 

This decision was his undoing. His 
general staff officers telephoned their 
protests over his head to imperial head- 
quarters to obtain his suppression and 
a cancellation of the orders to retreat, 
and, while awaiting the appointment 
and arrival of a new commander, 
worked out new dispositions for of- 
fering battle to General Samsonoff's 


army. 

A midnight council of war at head- 
quarters selected Von Hindenburg, 
then living in retirement at Hanover, 
for the command. Quartermaster Gen- 
eral von Ludendorff, who distinguish- 
ed himself at Liege as chief of staff, 
sent him hurrying eastward to assume 
charge of the operations. The troops 
already were moving against General 


Samsonoff when Von Hindenburg ar-

TURKS IN FLIGHT 
BEFORE BRITISH 
NORTH OF BAGDAD 


London, April 1.—Efforts made by 
Turkish 2 to envelope a Britisn 
force near Deltawah, 35 miles north 
of Bagdad, has failed, says an official 
British statement on military opera- 
tions in Mesopotamia, and the Turks 
in that region now are in full retreat. 
The text of the statement reads: 

“An attempt by the enemy to make 
a converging movement from the 
Shatt-el-adhaim and Dely Abbas on a 
detachment near Deltawah has failed. 
The movement from Dely Abbas was 
continued and the hostile troops ad- 
vancing from their direction are now 
in full retreat. 

An enemy force advancing from the 
Shatt-el-Adhaim was attacked by us 
on Thursday and after some severe 
fighting we occupied the whole enemy 
position from which several counter at- 
taeks failed to dislodge us. This ene- 
my force after leaving 124 unwounded
